St, Louis Cardinal Game 

Daniel Boone Little League and Diamond 
Council are co-sponsoring the 12th annual 
trip to St. Louis to watch the baseball 
Cardinals play the Arizona Diamondbacks at 
6:15 PM on Saturday, July 9.

Baseball Composite Bats 

Little League International has placed a 
moratorium on the use of composite bats in 
all baseball divisions. The moratorium 
DOES NOT apply to any softball division. 

The maximum performance standard for 
non-wood bats in the divisions for 12-year- 
olds and below is a Bat Performance Factor 
(BPF) of 1.15. The research found that 
composite bats, while they may meet the 
standard when new, can exceed that standard 
after a break-in process. There is a process 
through which manufacturers can submit 
individual models for a possible waiver if they 
wish to seek it, and that list can be found at 
the following link: Approved 2 1/4" 
Composite Bats . This list will be updated as 
more composite bats gain approval. 
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to the individual party according to the 
address listed on the order form. 
Unfortunately, with the limited number of 
tickets, we will not be able to group tickets 
by team. Tickets will be distributed in the 
order in which requests are received in the 
mail (first received - first to get the tickets). 
Last year we were sold out by June 1. If 
ticket demand exceeds our allotment, we 
will attempt to obtain more tickets from the 
Cardinals. Checks will be returned for all 
requests we are unable to fulfill.
